President  Speaks 


Traditions,  History  Explained 


Paleontologist 
Will  Address 
Forum  Meet 

“From  Fish  to  Man?”  will  be 
the  topic  of  a lecture  by  Dr. 
Alfred  S.  Romer,  authority  on 
what  he  calls  “the  500  million 
years  of  history  of  the  back-boned 
animals  on  earth,”  to  be  given 
Thursday  at  BYU. 

Dr.  Romer  will  address  the 
weekly  forum  assembly  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse.  He  will 
speak  at  the  assembly  hall  on 
Temple  Square  Thursday  at  7:30 
p.m.  under  sponsorship  of  the 
BYU- Salt  Lake  Center  for 
Continuing  Education. 

By  comparing  both  fossil 
remains  and  living  representatives, 
Dr.  Romer  has  traced  some  of  the 
major  events  in  the  evolution  of 
the  vertebrates,  a group  which 
includes  fishes,  amphibians, 
reptiles,  birds  and  mammals. 

Author  of  five  leading  texts  in 
paleontology,  Dr.  Romer  received 
his  Ph.D.  at  Columbia  University. 
He  has  taught  at  New  York  and 
Chicago  Universities  and  later  at 
Harvard  University  for  30  years, 
retiring  in  1965. 

Dr.  Romer  is  also  noted  for  his 
intricate  studies  on  the  brain  case 
and  for  his  reconstructions  of  the 
nerves  of  long-extinct  fishes, 
amphibians  and  reptiles.  He  has 
also  completed  a monograph  on 
the  anatomy  and  classification  of 
labyrinthodonts,  the  earliest 
group  of  amphibians.

Following  a standing  ovation, 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
delivered  his  first  address  to  the 
student  body  at  yesterday’s 
Devotional  assembly. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  acknowledged  the 
applause  and  then  said,  “I’m  very 
happy  for  that  demonstration  at 
the  beginning,  for  I fear  that  I 
may  not  get  it  at  the  end.” 

He  brought  the  student  body 
the  best  wishes  of  President  David 
O.  McKay,  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  and 
told  the  students  of  the 
President’s  concern  for  the  growth 
of  this  institution. 

The  BYU  president  announced 
once  again  that  the  University 
now  has  24,144  daytime  students, 
which  includes  students  from  70 
foreign  countries  and  all  50  states 
in  the  Union  including  the 
“territory  of  California  and  the 
republic  of  T exas.”

He  then  went  on  to  explain 
three  traditions  at  BYU. 

“By  your  registration  at  this 
University,  you  are  introduced  to 
every  other  student  on  campus,” 
he  said,  explaining  the  first 
tradition.  “Everyone  speaks  to 
everyone  else  on  this  campus.” 

He  secondly  explained  that  the 
school  spends  at  least  $100,000 
per  year  for  campus  maintenance 
and  then  asked  the  students  to 
follow  the  tradition  of  not 
walking  on  the  lawns. 

Citing  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  President  Wilkinson  spoke 
of  a third  tradition,  that  of  not 
leaving  meetings  early.  He  quoted 
the  Prophet  in  saying  that  it  was 
rude  to  leave  early. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  proclaimed  that 
BYU  owed  its  birth  to  the 
Church’s  missionary  program, 
tracing  the  history  of  school’s 
founder,  Karl  G.  Maeser. 

President  Maeser  grew'  up  in 
Saxony,  Germany  and  was 
unaware  of  the  Church  until  he 
read  an  anti-Mornon  article. 

William  Budge,  a missionary  to 


England,  who  himself  was  a 
convert,  taught  the  gospel  to  Karl 
Maeser  and  baptized  him  in  the 
Elbe  River  in  Germany. 

After  serving  one  mission, 
migrating  to  the  United  States  and 
Utah  and  finally  serving  another 
mission,  Karl  Maeser  then  was 
sent  to  Provo  to  found  an 
academy,  which  later  became 
BYU. 

President  Wilkinson  also  spoke 
of  the  early  benefactors  of  BYU, 
people  who  kept  the  University 
alive  in  its  early  years. 

He  specifically  mentioned 
Abraham  O.  Smoot,  who  as  stake 
president  also  had  to  raise  funds 
for  the  young  Brigham  Young 
Academy.  As  an  added  incentive 
to  encourage  President  Smoot  to 
go  to  Provo,  Brigham  Young  told 
him  to  “go  to  Provo  or  go  to 
Hell.” 

Dr.  Wilkinson  also  illuminated 
Jesse  Knight’s  contribution  to  the 
university.  At  one  time,  “Uncle 
Jesse”  was  one  of  the  Church’s 
largest  tithepayers,  turning  over 
$86,000  to  the  Church’s  coffers. 


Foreign  Service 

Applications  Made  Available 

Applications  for  the  Foreign  Service  Officers  Examination  are  now 
available  to  interested  students,  according  to  Dr.  Stan  Taylor,  chairman 
of  the  International  Relations  Dept. 

“These  applications  are  for  those  interested  in  pursuing  a career  in 
the  State  Department  or  United  States  Information  Agency,”  Dr. 
Taylor  explained. 

The  applications  for  the  exam  can  be  picked  up  in  room  119  of  the 
new  Faculty  Office  Building,  by  the  Old  Stadium. 

Dec.  6 is  the  date  of  the  actual  examination,  but  students  must  apply 
for  the  examination  on  the  now-available  forms  by  Friday,  Oct.  24. 

The  exam  is  mainly  open  to  graduate  students  or  seniors,  since 
appointments  are  career  appointments.  However,  Dr.  Taylor  explained 
that  appointments  would  be  available  to  students  of  all  majors,  whether 
in  languages,  humanities  or  whatever,  depending  on  how  well  they  do 
on  the  test. 

“We  feel  fortunate  to  be  able  to  give  the  exam,”  said  Dr.  Taylor.  “It’s 
the  first  time  in  two  years  that  it  has  been  given  because  of  the  backlog 
of  those  who  passed  the  test  and  were  waiting  for  appointments.  All 
those  interested  in  the  foreign  service  really  should  take  this  test.”

WORLD 

SEOUL  (AP)— President  Chung  Hee  Park  today  named  six  new 
Cabinet  Ministers,  a new  chief  of  the  secret  police  and  a chief 
presidential  secretary  but  kept  Premier  Chung  II  Kwen  and  other 
Cabinet  members  in  office. 

Chung  and  the  Cabinet  resigned  Monday  to  give  Park  a free  hand  in 
reorganizing  the  government  after  the  2-to-l  adoption  last  week  of  a 
constitutional  amendment  permitting  the  president  to  run  for  a third 
term  in  1971. 

* * * 

COTONOU,  Dahomey  (AP)— The  Dahomey  government  announced 
today  that  an  attempt  to  assassinate  Lt.  Col.  Maurice  Kouandete,  the 
army  chief  of  staff,  failed  Sunday  night. 

The  statement  said  that  automatic  weapons  were  fired  at  Kouandete’s 
car  but  missed.  There  was  no  indication  of  who  did  the  firing  or  if  any 
arrests  had  been  made. 

* * * 

ROME  (AP)— The  new  mayor  of  Rome,  who  inherited  more  than  $2 
billion  in  city  debts,  is  waging  war  on  tax  evaders  whom  he  blames  for 
putting  the  city  further  in  the  hole. 

In  his  first  major  address  Monday  night,  Clelio  Darida  said  he  had 
begun  a “systematic  search  for  fiscal  evaders,”  planned  a general  reform 
of  the  tax  laws  and  would  reorganize  the  tax  collector’s  office.

LOURENCO  MARQUES,  Mozambique  (AP)— Protesting  Sweden’s 
financial  supporting  an  African  nationalist  movement  in  northern 
Mozambique  and  Angela,  about  5,000  African  dock  workers  refused  to 
handle  Swedish  cargo  Monday  and  demonstrated  instead. 

They  paraded  past  the  Swedish  consulate  carrying  Portuguese  flags 
and  shouting  anti-Swedish  slogans,  then  marched  to  the  harbor  and 
persuaded  other  dock  workers  to  stop  unloading  a Swedish  freighter. 

NATIONAL 

SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)— Utah  Construction  & Mining  Co., 
announced  Monday  a 10-year  contract  with  Mitsui  Mining  & Smelting 
Co.,  of  Japan  to  smelt  60  per  cent  of  the  copper  concentrates  to  be 
produced  from  its  island  mine  near  Port  Hardy  British  Columbia. 

Terms  call  for  treatment  of  approximately  140,000  tons  of 
concentrate  annually,  containing  about  30,000  tons  of  copper,  starting 
early  in  1972. 

Mitsui  will  purchase  the  copper  at  the  prevailing  price  at  time  of 
delivery.

Check  Writing 
Important 

Safe  check  writing  safeguards 
not  only  the  writer  but  the  casher 
as  well.  The  following  eight  rules 
of  safe  check  writing  appeared  in 
the  June  1969  copy  of  THE 
OFFICE.  The  rules  are  reprinted 
here  by  permission  of  THE 
OFFICE  and  author  Richard  C. 
Gaal. 

1.  Use  a pen,  typewriter  or 
check  writing  machine. 

2.  Begin  at  the  left  of  every  line. 

3.  Fill  in  blank  spaces  by 
drawing  straight  lines  through 
them. 

4.  Avoid  flourishes  in  your 
handwriting. 

5.  Destroy  all  spoiled  checks 
and  mark  the  stub  “void.” 

6.  Don’t  use  intitals  or 
abbreviations;  write  out  every 
word  (for  example,  “Jones  and 
Co.”  can  easily  be  changed  to 
“Jones  and  Cooper”). 

7.  Never  sign  a blank  check. 

8.  Keep  all  unused  checks  and 
all  cancelled  checks  in  a safe  place 
(the  latter  bear  your  signature).

Mr.  Kenneth  Busbee  insists  in 
his  recent  letter  that  President 
Brigham  Young  “never  recognized 
intelligence  as  secular 
knowledge.”  He  then 
misconstrues  the  scripture  in  D&C 
93:36-37  to  read  that  intelligence 
is  the  ability  to  forsake  evil.  Such 
is  not  only  a distortion  of  the 
scripture,  but  a.  distortion  of 
President  Young’s  beliefs 
concerning  secular  and  spiritual 
knowledge  which,  after  all,  are 
one.  In  the  Journal  of  Discourses 
(2:93-94)  Brother  Young  makes  a 
number  of  interesting  statements 
concerning  man’s  obligation  to 
seek  “secular  knowledge.  In  1953 
he  wrote,  for  example: 

‘“Shall  I sit  down  and  read  the 
Bible,  the  Book  of  Mormon,  and 
the  Book  of  Covenants  all  the 
time?’  says  one.  Yes,  if  you 
please,  and  when  you  have  done, 
you  may  be  nothing  but  a 
sectarian  after  all.  It  is  your  duty 
to  study  to  know  everything  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth,  in  addition 
to  reading  those  books.  We  should 
not  only  study  good,  and  its 
effects  upon  our  race,  but  also 
evil,  from  its  consequences.  . . If  I 
do  not  learn  what  is  in  the  world, 
from  first  to  last,  somebody  will 
be  wiser  than  I am.  I intend  to 
know  the  whole  of  it,  both  good 
and  bad.  Shall  I practice  evil?  No; 
neither  have  I told  you  to  practice 
it,  but  to  learn  by  the  light  of 
truth  every  principle  there  is  in 
existence  in  the  world.  . . . And 
inasmuch  as  the  Lord  Almighty 
has  designed  us  to  know  all  that  is 
in  the  earth,  both  the  good  and 
the  evil,  and  to  learn  not  only 
what  is  in  heaven,  but  what  is  in 
hell,  you  need  not  expect  ever  to 
get  through  learning.  Though  I 
mean  to  learn  all  that  is  in  heaven, 
earth  and  hell.  Do  I need  to 
commit  iniquity  to  do  it?  No.  If  I 
were  to  go  into  the  bowels  of  hell 
to  find  out  what  is  there,  that 
does  not  make  it  necessary  that  I 
should  commit  one  evil,  or 
blaspheme  in  any  way  the  name 
of  my  Maker.” 

This  is  the  kind  of 
openmindedness  that  must  lie  at 
the  foundation  of  any  university, 
but  particularly  at  the  university 
which  bears  the  name  of  Brigham 
Young.
